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Status of Claims 

Claims 1 and 3-6 are currently pending. 

The rejection of claims 1 and 3-6 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over WO 00/33407 is withdrawn in view of the applicant's declaration and arguments. 

Request for Continued Examination 

The request filed on 12/13/04 for a Request Continued for Continued 
Examination (RCE) under 37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 10/074,834 is 
acceptable and a RCE has been established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Evaluations of level of ordinary skill in the art requires consideration of factors 
such as various prior art approaches employed, types of problems encountered in the 
art, rapidity with which innovations are made, sophistication of technology involved, 
educational background of those actively working in the field, commercial success, 
failure of others, and the inventor's educational level. 
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The "person having ordinary skill" in this art has the capability of understanding 
the scientific and engineering principles applicable to the claimed invention. The 
references of record in this case reasonably reflect this level of skill. 

Claims 1 , 3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Fitzpatrick et al (4,617,490). 

Fitzpatrick discloses 1 ,3-propanediol as the solvent for the filtering solutions from 
the combination of water and the aliphatic alcohol, preferably from 20% to 80% of the 
weight of the solvent consists of the alcohol. Teaching, in that case the solution not only 
acts as a filtering medium but also is an excellent coolant for the tube during operation 
while rendering the tube resistant to freezing during storage, (col. 2, lines 29-36) The 
instantly claimed properties of the composition are an inherent feature as the 
composition is identical to the instantly claimed composition. 

The reference is anticipatory. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Fitzpatrick et al (4,617,490), as relied upon for it's teaching of 1,3-propanediol from 20% 
to 80% of the. 

The reference fails to teach that the instantly claimed ranges of 40-85 and 55- 

85%. 
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Although the reference fails to teach the instantly claimed ranges, it does teach a 
range that is very close and there would therefore be a reasonable expectation of 
success to modify the prior art to arrive at the instantly claimed invention because the 
prior art suggest using a very close range with substantial overlap. When claimed 
ranges "overlap or lie inside ranges disclosed by the prior art" a prima facia case of 
obviousness exist. In re Wertheim, 541 F.2d 257, 191 USPQ 90 (CCPA 1976); In re 
Woodruff, 919 F.2d 1575, 16 USPQ2d 1934 (Fed. Cir 1990). 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to create the instantly claimed anti freeze/coolant 
composition as the reference teaches that using 1 ,3-propanediol as an effective coolant.
